SCENES AT THE WRECK. 


How the — Came Together Near Man- 
| teno, III. 

Minne III., Sept. 19.— [Special.] — The 
second section of the Big Four express, No. 
| 45, south-bound, crashed into the rear end of 
the first section at 9:20 o’clock last night. 
Nine persone were killed atid twenty severely 
injured and it is probable that many bodies 
are buried under the wreck. The disaster oc- 
curred nédr this place. The engine of the sec- 
ond section ran tlear through one sleeper and 
two coaches. 

Not all of the bodies, it is thought, are yet 
recovered, as the wreckage is piled about the 
tracks in such a manner that the small wreck- 
ing force has not been able to make much im- 
pression on the mass. 

The first section of the train carried one 
Ohio. and. Mississippi sleeper for Louisville, 
i Ky., one Ohio and Mississippi chair car for 
Greensburg, Ind., three day coaches, and bag- 
gage and express cars. It had run down the 
toad to a point two and one-half or three 
miles south of Manteno when a local 
train which was preceding it at 
geome distance slowed up and the 
flagman on the local was sent back up the 
track to intercept the on-coming first section 
of train No, 45 from Chicago. 

The engineer on the first section obeyed the 
signal, and at once drew his train to a stand- 
still. The fagiman of the first section of the 
through train in furn started to the rear, but the 
second section of the train was following along 
so near that ne had gone but a few yards 
when around a sharp curve in the track the 
headlight of the following train appeared. 

The first section was now at a standstill and 
the locomotive pulling the second section had

Pushing the Work of Rescue, 
People from houses in the vicinity 


heard the crash when’ the: céllision occurred. 


Twenty men were on the scene inside of half 
an hour and began helping uninjured passen- 
gers and truininen in the work of rescue. One 
brawny fellow whose hat had blown off and 
wh> hadn’t stopped to put on his coat was the 
first to arrive, He lived near the right 
of way. He saw the passengers rushing out 
of the cars: With an ax he broke open several 
windows in the sleeper. He crawled in at one 
over a berth’ and found a man lying dead be 
tween the blankéts; He pulled the body out. 
The upper berth wag broken in the middle and 
a part of it apparently had struck the unfor- 
tunate in the chest. 

Having got this body out of his way the 
farmer, followed dy passengers from other 
cars, crawled into the dleeper. Several women 


and children,:whe seemed.to have been ren- 


dered unconscious by the shock, had partly 
recovered their wits aha were crying piteous- 
ly. The men were hiiting for a way out. 
The passengers were helped out of the win- 
dows that had been broken and were told to 
remain together and be.as brave as they could 
until doctors, who, the train people assured 
them, would soon arrive from Kankakee, 
came. All of these persons were hurt severe- 
ly, They could not join in the rescue work. 
One woman staggered about for a moment. 
and fell to the ground, A little girl fell sob- 
bing.on her prostrate form. 
living out of the death-trap the rescuers went 
back and brought out four ghastly bodies, 
two of women. 

The two coaches that were crushed pod 
sented an awful sight to the rescuers. They 
carried or -helped .out sixty people, two of 
whom were stone dead. One poor fellow had 
been crushed under a seat that had been torn 
loose and flung against his head. He had 
been trampled under the feet of those who had 
not been rendered unconscious by the shock, 
and had made & wild break for liberty the 
moment the train stopped. The other body 
was found sitting in a seat apparently unin- 
jured. All the passengers in the smashed 
cars were standing in a group around the 
dead and the injured, who had been laid on a 
bit of grass beside the track, when the doctors 
arrived. : 

The crash brought the sleeping occupants 
of the second section in terror to the floor. 
The ominous hissing of éscaping steam was 
an awful purveyor of thé shrieks of the vic- 
tims and was a tragi¢d complement to the wild 
confusion that ensued. Men and women who 
were able to move rushed madly from'side to 
side of the car still .swaying from the 
effect of the collision, seeking vaguely a 
means of exit, 


and ruthlessly bore down the helpless ones 
who had been injured in the crash. The 
awakening from dreamland to the approach 
of death had been too abrupt; they had not 
time to realize the fact that with the first 
crash the worst was over to those who were 
still in safety. They were brought to their 
senses by the few men who had not retired 
and whose mental balance was more quickly 
recovered, 

The instincts of humanity then quickly be- 
came paramount and individual attention was 
at once given t6 those in the immediate 
vicinity who had been injured. As yet the full 
import of the disaster was not known, but 
could ouly be conjectured by the cries of dis- 
tress that rent the air, The injured in this 
train were soon found to be comparatively 
few and were made ad comfortable as possible 
until the arrival of medical help to attend to 
them in more detail. 


Temporary Hospital at Manteno. 


As fast as the wounded were taken from the 
wreck they were immediately taken to Man- 
teno or made comfortable on the ground, and 
looked after by the corps of surgeons from 
Kankakee, who had arrived by special train. 
The extent of their injuries was first ascer- 
tained and what of temporary assistance in 


alleviating suffering could be was quickly 
given. As soon as this was done all were 


taken to the town, Wheré the people, aroused 
from slumber by news of the disaster, at once 
tendered the use of their houses for tempo- 
rary hospitals. Several such offers were ac- 
cepted, and the injured were soon reclining 
upon beds and couches, where more efficient 
aid could be rendered. In this way those who 
were most seriously injured had every care 
and attention, as the women to whose houses 
they were taken administered to their every 


want and supplied the needed materials. 

The physicians worked assiduously. They 
first gave their‘attentign to those who seemed 
to be in a critical condition, and so soon as 
their wounds were dressed and they were made 
as comfortable as could be under the circum. 
stances those with lesser injuries were given 
care. The suffering of some of the patients 
was intense. and their moans unnerved many 
of the people who came to render assistance. 
At a late hour all thé injhred had received 
proper medical care, and were being attended 
by willing nurses. Had it not been for these 
fortuitous conditions the fatalities would have 
been greater, for it was only the prompt action 
that the lives of u number of the injured were 
saved. 5 
Soon after a special was made up of the 


train from Kankakee and the. injured placed 


thereog. The removal Was painful, and was 


attended by sereams and groans from the 


more seriously hurt. By means of a quickly 
constructed siding the trains passed the 
wreck and sped on to Chicago. The 
physicians _ accompanied. their patients 


and worked faithfully all the time. 
A telegram was sent to the authorities at St. 


Luke’s notifying them of the coming of the 
special in order that everything might be in 
readiness. Many are more seriously injured 
than was at fifst knoWm and it is feared that 
they will not all survive the trip.

WELL PREPARED TO GIVE CARE. 


Ample Arrangements Made for the Recep- 


tion of the Wounded. 

The preparations for the reception of.the in- 
jured were most eomprehénsi ve and complete. 
Lieut. Shepard of the Harrison Street Station 
had assembled at the Twelfth street station of 
the Illinois Gentral eight patrol 
wagons, three covered patrol wagons, and 
the three ambulances of the department. On 
each of the vehicles was. the complement of 
a driver and two officers. In addition to these 
were twenty other officers, specially detailed 


to assist in transferring the injured from the 


cars. The unusual company completely filled 
the yard of the station and presented a som- 
ber spectacle when, at 4:30 a. in., 
the train came slowly under the great 


‘canopy. of the depot. Everything was ar- 


ranged in excellent method and one by one 
the wagons drew up for their unfortunate pas- 
sengers. For an hour the work of transfer 
was under way,.the cries of pain breaking on 
the stil air at brief intervals as the bluecoats 
lent their strong arus to the task of caring 
for the helpless victims. One by one in turn 
the wagons filed out to St. Luke’s Hospital, 
where the wounds were again dressed. 
Prepare to Care for Injured, 

As soon as the news of the accident reached 
this city the police were notified. The Chica- 
go officials of the Illinois Central decided to 
have the injured brought to the Central Sta 
tion at Tweltth street, and in accordance with 
their instructions eleven patrol wagons and 
three ambulances were sent to the depot sub- 
ject to orders from railway officials, 

Wagons were sent from the following sta- 
tions: Desplaines Street, Central, Twenty- 
second Street, Cottage Grove Avenue, Harri- 
son Street, East Chicago Avenue, Maxwell 
Street, Stanton Avenue, Thirty-fifth and Hal- 
sted Streets, and Deering Street. Ambulances 
were sent from Desplaines Street, Harrison 
Street, and East Chicago Avenue Stations, 
They were all held in readiness to remove the 
Hospital, 


PROMPT HELP FROM THE CENTRAL. 


Vice-President J. T. Hurahan Personally 
Directs the Care-of Injured. 

J.T. Harahan, Vice-President of the Iili- 
nois Central, confirmed the story of the wreck 
at 2 o’clock this morning. He was notified as 
soon as the news reached the city and at once 
proceeded to the Thirty-ninth Street Station, 
from where he directed the work of caring for 
the wounded. He sent a Wrecking train to 
Manteno at 1:30 a. m. with half a dozen phy- 
sicians on board.

Up to 1873 ‘the owner of ‘silver bullion 
could have taken it to the mint and had it 
coined. into standard dollars of 871K grains 
‘each, but he did not do so for the very good 
reason that his dollars would have been worth 
more than tha greenback legal tenders, and 
the owner of the bullion did nat propose to 
pay his debts with silver dollars when he 
could pay them ‘with cheaper paper. The law 
of 1878 dropped that dollar from the list of 
American coins; but substituted for it the 
trade dollar, which contained 878 grains of 
silver instead of 37 IX. which dollar it was be- 
lieved the Chinese would take from us for 


their tea und silk because it contained eas 


much silver as their favorite Mexican dollar. 
The law provided that any owner of silver 
bullion could deposit it at any mint and have 
it coined for bim into 420grain (nine- 
tenths fine) trade dollars, which were made 
a legal tender to the amount of five dollars. 
From 1873 to 1876 there was free coinage 
of trade dollars. and a good many millions 
were coined. : 

But the experiment was a flat failure. ‘The

So in 
July of 1870 Congress provided that the 
trade dollar should not be a legal tender 
thereafter, and authorized the Secretary of 
the Treasury to limit from time to time the 
coinage to such an amount as he might deem 
sufficient to meet the export demand, if any.

ating silver slandard. The leaders have not 
tried to do that, because many ofthe pronii- 
nent Virginians are themselves unsound on 
the money question. But instead of enlight- 
ening the rank and file the leaders have, with 
Mr. Tucker at their head, gone in for the re- 
peal of the Federal election laws, knowing that 
the measure will be resisted by the Repub- 
licans and thinking that they can get up a 
party fight, the tendency of which will be to 
kick up a great dust and hide the silver ques- 
tion and thus keep in line those bad money 
Virginia Democrats who are inclined to boit 
to the Populists.

The scheme of the maneuvers included an 
attack upon this town by the army of the 
south, which is commanded by Field-Marshal 
von Reinlander and which consists of two 
army corps. The army of the north, con- 
sisting of three army corps and two 
cavalry divisions, under command of 
Field-Marshal ~ von Schcénfeld, was 
intrusted with the defense of the town. The 
advance force of the army of the south, made 
up of five cavalry regiments, a brigade of in- 
fantry, and a brigade of artillery, attacked 
the town this morning, drove the defenders 
out, and.occupied the place at noon after a se- 
ries of brilliant attacks by the cavalry.

Christ's Supreme Place in Moral Life. 


In the reader of the second essay the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church of America had its 
first representative at the parliament. He 
was the Rt.-Rev. Bishop Dudley of Kentucky 
and the essay was on The Historic Christ.“ 
Tall, heavily built, and impressive in appear- 
ance the Bishop told’ the story of the Christ 
with a fervid eloquence and a force of deliv- 
ery that half a dozen times struck a vibrating 
and sympathetic chord in the hearts of his 
audience. | 

** You are taking up my time,“ complained 
the Bishop when the applause at one time had 
continued for more than a minute. 

A summary of his paper follows: 

J believe.in the sympathy of all religions. 
Therefore I believe that every man shoald be- 
lieve in some religion. I come therefore to bear 
my testimony to the historic Christ, whom I wor- 
Ship. C The facts of the birth and the crucifixion 
of Jesns Christ are not disputed. Millions of 
men believe that he rose from the dead and now 
reigneth in heaven. They believe that his com- 
ing was prophesied hundreds of years before his 
birth. Millions of men believe in him; notin 
theories about him, but in him. 

Let me briefly present the historic facts con- 


angarding ‘the adaption of ay as the day of 
public woxeb Mt the Jews’ recognition of the 
greatness of Jesus, which finds expression in 
synagogue addresses, such things are prophecies 
whose significance a thoughtful hearer will not 
fail to perceive. So long as Judaism and Ameri- 
can Christianity stand aloof. each will continue 
to ascribe to the other the vices of its jnost un- 
worthy representative. But when they meet and 
learn to know one another they find a at com- 
mon standing ground. Judging each by its best 
each can have for the, other only respect and 
good will. Another reason why the Jew should 
rejoice in this Columbian year is that American 
society is in an important sense produced and 
held together by Jewish thought. The justifica- 
tion of this assertion forces on us the question: 
“What has a Jew done for civilization?

Christendom after eighteen centuries? 
The diversities of the religions of Greece, their 
tendencies to pass into one another; the ease 
with which new cults obtained a footing in 
Rome, the decline of any vital faith during the 
last days of the republic supply abundant illus- 
trations of the religious weakness of a nation 
without scriptures. 

On the other hand the dangers are obvious; the 
letter takes the place of the spirit, the transitory 
is confused with the permanent, the occasiopal is 
made universal, the local and temporal is érect- 
ed into the everlasti and absolute. Secondly, 
the sacred book is indispensable for the mission- 
ary religion. Even Judaism, imperfect as was its 
development in this direction, discovered this. 
And now one after another our age has witnessed 
the resurrection of ducient literature. Philology 
has put the key of language into our hands. 
Shrine after shrine in the world’s great 
temple has been entered; the songs of praise, 
the commands of law, the litanies of penitence 
have been fetched from the tombs of the 
Nile or the sanctuaries of the Ganges. The greater 
Bible of humanity has been recovered. What will 
it teach? I desire to suggest to this congress 
that it brings home to us need of a concep 
tion of revelation unconfined to any particular re- 
ligion, but W. of application in diverse 
modes to all.
